mud. Ho covered the route in 1 :45i. It would be 
hard to determine what weight he had up. The 
boy seemed no heavier than ninety pounds, but 
there appeared to be a lead pad under the saddle 
cloth. His impost next Monday is but 100 pounds. 

Miracle II., which is exi>ectod to carry the Tiche- 
nor colors, was not worked. Neither was Barouche, 
the McCorkle candidate, in Mahone’s stable. Fly- 
ing Torpedo, brought on to Memphis from OaU- 
fomia by Louis Ezell, was out for a gallop. He is 
looking good, and around his barn there is much 
confidence in his ability to put it over the plate. 

The favorite, W’aring, from S. C. Hildreth’s bam, 
negotiated a mile and an eighth in 2 K)5i, the mile 
in 1 :46, with about 128 pounds up. Hildreth says 
that he has not decided positively what else from 
his barn will go in the big event. Federal and The 
Lady are both going well and it may bo one or the 
other of these. Whether he will start a companion 
to W’aring will depend somewhat on a rider. 
Nitrate is being prepared for his race at New 
Orleans and will not be shipx>ed to Memphis until 
Saturday afternoon or Sunday morning. Simons 
says he has a royal chance and his friends are back- 
ing his opinion. 

T. C. McDowell attempted no fast moves with any 
of his lot. Allan-a- Dale led the string in the gallop. 
The sore on his back is healing and he is going 
freely. Abe Frank was sent a mile in 1:50, and 
Caviar, from the Ticbenor bam, did the same dis- 
tance in 1 :47. 

Joe Ullman and his crew have arrived from Hot 
Springs and opened headquarters for the future 
book on the Montgomery Handicap and the winter 
book on the American Derby and eastern events in 
Luehrmann’s Hotel. The city is rapidly filling up 
and bed space in the hotels is already at a premium. 
The largest crowd that has attended any meeting is 
exi>ected. Among the bookmakers who have al- 
ready arrived are “Hops” and Harry Laudeman, 
from Lexington, Ky.; Harry Wehmhoff and Willie 
Applegate, from Louisville, and James Duckworth, 
of Cincinnati,

TRAINING ON WHEELS. 

His;t.<jr.v repeats itself in many ways, and so many 
things happen between times that the rei>etitions 
are hailed as novelties, and a public satiated with 
scare heads and more or less impossible pictures 
falls over itself to grasp the novelty. Save the 
mark ! 

We have been inundated with “American train- 
ing methods” in England and other countries, 
although little has been done there which is not 
done every day at liome, and, as a matter of fact, 
the yearly occurrences round the average training 
stable would give any amount of vitally interesting 
copy to any one who was sufficiently technically 
interested to grasp it. 

Columns have been written on the fact that Allan- 
a-Dale, the magnificent Halma— Sudie McXairy 
colt, which is favorite for the American and Ken- 
tucky Derbies, was speeded to a sulky, covering the 
mile in about 1 :55. This, of course, was not typical 
trotting. It was, however, nearly eight seconds 
faster than the time of Crescens, the world’s cham- 
pion trotter, last summer, but it is nothing new in 
American training records. Last year The 
Black Scot ran many times, but to no good 
eflf^ct until he was driven to the track in a 
buggy, when he won at good odds. Since then 
old Dorian, who was raced until six years old and 
then retired to harness, has been returned to the 
turf at eleven years, and won a couple of weeks 
since in California for Green B. Morris, who vows 
he shall never look through a harness bridle again. 
About ten years ago Harry Alonzo was entered in a 
race at Sheepshead Bay while stabled at Brighton 
Beach. He was .hitched to a road wagon, and, with 
three men in it, was driven at top speed to Coney 
Island, where he was at once taken on the track 
without any warming up ; ran, won and established 
a new track record for the race- 

Away back in the past Aratoma was trained to a 
boggy and accomplished great deeds, and another 
buggy horse was La Polka. Mr. Sanford is said to 
have trained several horses to buggies, as part of 
their exercise, and achieved good results. The 
most remarkable piece of training was probably the 
gelding, Nicholas I., owned by Mr. John Hunter. 
This was a horse of the four mile heat days, when 
there were giants in the land. TJie training this 
horse received was mainly swimming in the canal. 
Every day he was taken down to the 
water and had a great time strik- 
ing out with his legs developing the won- 
derful leg power which carried him so well over a 
distance and set several new notches on the scroll 
of Fame. Of course, he had plenty of running and 
walking exercise as well, but the main develop-- 
mant aimed at was from the swimming. Captain 
O’Sbanghnessy, with his 'noise, Qlendove, for the 
Lincolnshire Handicap oi 1874, trained him on stale 
bread, beer and molasses, taking his temperature 
every night at 9 p. m. and holding his head out over 
the half door of his stall for so long, according 
to the period required, in his opinion, to re- 
' dnee the pulse to normal. He also applied 
wet bandages to the top of the thigh 
instead of round the pastern, claiming that it thus 
drew the inflammation into the body, and so passed 
it off. Glendove ran a bad last in the race, won by 
Tomahawk, with Fred Archer up on his first win- 
ning mount of any iminirtance, but O’Shaughnessy 
was very serious as to the etlicacy of his training, 
which he ran into the ground, as there appears to 
be some danger of doing with this buggy and sulky 
question just about now. 

Trainer McDowell, who drove Allan-a-Dale, said 
the exercise was given to keep the weight off the 
animal’s back, and develope the leg muscles. A 
competent authority while calling on The Spirit 
said: “This is all very well so far as it goes, but 
there must be great care taken, or, in the opinion 
of those well qualified to judge, there will bo un- 
fortunate results. The act of drawing a sulky- 
will certainly develoi)e the legs, but it is not 
along the lines of muscular action which a horse 
will exercise and strain when running. With 
the sulky it is a constant strain to move quickly a 
weight which is balanced behind the animal, while 
when the boy is in the saddle the weight is right 
over the withers or pretty nearly so. Thus there is 
a total change of the center of gravity. With the 
sulky there is considerable danger, unless great 
care is taken, of developing the horse unevenly, 
as a gymnast is frequently found to be. He 
may be a wonder on the horizonal bar, but 
when he conies to the parallels he is lost. 
The superfluous amount of exercise taken on 
the bar has unduly developed certain muscles, and, 
by a law of compensation, the other muscles have 
suffered to a certain extent. Thus a horse thor- 
oughly trained to a sulky will have the buck mus- 
cles mure or less weak, and when the test comes of 
that last half furlong in a bruising finish the hack 
muscles will be in danger of weakening before their 
time, simply because the leg muscles have been un- 
duly developed at their expense. This is not a 
theory. Not an idle dream. It is the verdict of ex- 
perienced men who are afraid that the present fad 
of sulky exercising may lie run into the 
ground, and that the curious folly of taking 
a steeplechaser, and entering him in the hur- 
dles right away, with the expectation of winning 
tgitli him, may be repeated along other lines. The 



sulky, however, will not affect every horse alike. 
There are some types of horses which need just that 
one-sided development, and which never run to 
their best limit without the weight being sufficient 
of a tax upon them to prove a steadier.” Today is 
the age of progress— variously understood— and as 
we have' had the stationary home trainer for the 
bicyclist producing good effects, we may yet have 
the home trainer buggy apparatus fitted with the 
treadmill appliance of endless stairs, so familiar 
to horse power utilizers in the rural districts. 
Time will show !— Spirit of the Times.

President Hugh Wilson, of the Montana Jockey- 
Club, has named the secretary, starter and auc- 
tioneer for the race meetings in Butte and Ana- 
conda. Ralph A. Tozer will be secretary and asso- 
ciate judge, being the selection of Judge J. .4. 
Murphy, who will preside at the meeting. Kit Chinn 
was accepted as starter and W. P. Magrane will be 
auctioneer. President Wilson has received advices 
from California to the effect that a great array of 
stables is being prepared for the season at Butte. 
The Montana Jockey Club is offering $100,000 in 
purses, and the meeting will include several big 
stake events. 

In the course of a recent interview at Memphis 
Captain C. A. Tilles, president of the St. Louis Fair 
Association, is reimrted to have said : 

“I do not think that conditions were ever better 
for good racing. That the war between the Jockey 
Club and the Turf Congress has been settled means 
much fur the good of the sport. 

“Last year, owing to the .differences between 



these organizations, there was no interchange of 
of horses, as formerly, between Chicago and St. 
Louis. This was detrimental to the interests of 
both cities, and to the horsemen as well. The 
horsemen especially were the sufferers. Owners of 
big stables at either x>oint could not split their 
stables between the two cities, nor could they race 
at both points except in stake engagements. 

“The settlement of these difficulties came so late 
that we did not have time to carry out this year 
plans that had been formulated. But another sea- 
son we will try to arrange our stakes and important 
fixed events so that they will not conflict with 
stakes at Chicago. ‘ 

“Thus an owner who has engagements at both 
places can race one day at St. Louis, and ship to 
Chicago for the following day or the day thereafter. 
We will try to avoid a conflict of stake dates as far 
as we can this season, but may not be able to do so 
in every instance. 

“As to the racing situation at St. Louis, we ham- 
mered that out last year. We do not anticipate 
any further trouble. St. Louis is one of the best 
racing towns in the country. The people like the 
sport. And what the people want the people gen- 
erally get.” 

J. S. Brat'. on lost his good filly Meditation, by 
Handspring— Fair Recluse, last Wednesday at St. 
Louis. While galloping her daily exercise at the 
old St. Louis racetrack, which is now Mr. Bratton’s 
property, the filly broke her shoulder, A veterinary- 
surgeon was at once summoned and pronounced the 
injury ruinous of her value as a racer. She was de- 
stroyed. No reason for the accident could be dis- 
covered, Meditation was a filly of more than aver- 
age class. She ran some splendid races last season, 
beginning in Canada and winding up at the Fair 
Qrounds in the fall. She was very fast, and could 
stay a route and sustain her speed as well as most 
fillies, and was good on all kinds of track under all 
conditions. Mr. Bratton was offered $2,500 for her 
last fall and refused it. Trainer Flippen, who has 
charge of the Bratton stable, said that he would 
not have taken $5,000 for the mare. The breeding 
of Meditation was first-class. Her sire. Handspring, 
is by Hanover, while the dam is an imported mare 
of the very first class. 

Mr. Bratton, the St. Louis turfman, has thirty- 
four horses in training, among them twelve jump- 
ers. He recently signed John Dugan, the crack 
post rider, for two years. Dugan rode for P. M. 
Civill and John Ferris on the St. Louis tracks last 
year. He is a brilliant boy at the start, always 
away in front. This makes him an especially de- 
sirable jockey in sprints and two-year-old races. 
Henry Flipi>en, who trains the Bratton lot, is a 
veteran in the sport. He was one of the leading 
handlers Of the east in the old Guttenburg days, 
and has always been noted as an exceedingly able 
horseman. 

W. C. Whitney’s horses, which arrived last 
Saturday at Sheepshead Bay from his Westbury 
establishment on Long Island, were the chief at- 
traction at that course during the day. The train- 
ers and attendants were kept busy nearly the whole 
day answering questions and granting permission 
to take a look at some of the noted racers in the 
stable. Not only were the horsemen who were 
quartered at the different tracks there during the 
day, but many visitors from New York and Brook- 
lyn were anxious to get . a glimpse of the famous 
Yankee, Goldsmith, King Hanover and Blue Girl, 
all of which will start in active training for a sum- 
mer’s campaign under the guidance of one of Amer- 
ica’s best trainers, John W. Rogers. The two-year- 
olds in the string number nineteen. They are bred 
in the purple and are brothers and sisters to many 
great winners, and give every promise of adding as 
much to turf history as did the two-year-olds of the 
stable last season. 



Alex. Shields, the Canadian turfman, owner of 
Advance Guard and other good horses, is said to 
have been suffering from nervous prostration, sup- 
erinduced by fear that Advance Guard would not 
be given sufficient weight in the events on the east- 
ern circuit. Last season Advance Guard was 
almost invariably awarded top weight in the handi- 
caps in which he was engaged. Of these events he 
won only one. Shields is wondering what will hap- 
pen this year. It was not always the weight that 
stopped ; the horse had some poor rides, and had 
some bad racing luck. 



Everything is hustle and bustle at present at the 
track down on the dunes of Indiana. More than 
enough horses arc now stabled at the course to fill 
out a good programme each day. Stable room is at 
a premium, and Secretary Nathanson is fervently 
hoping that the demand fur stall accommodations 
is over with. The track is in pretty fair shape, and 
many trainers are beginning to get their charges in 
condition for the opening, which takes place April 
15. The majority of the thoroughbreds are horses 
that have raced at New Orleans all winter and 
many of which are now up to a good race. The 
Roby contingent will have to gather its pabulum 
during the fifteen days’ session of the sport there, 
fur when the game switches over to the more pre- 
tentious tracks in Illinois its chances of garnering 
will have been reduced to a mi nimum. 



JOCKEYS HANDICAPPED. 

Daily Racing Foeh will from now on publish 
each week a table of the rating of the jockeys rid 
ing at each track based on their performances in 
the saddle. The best riders at each track will be 
given the uniform rating of 100, and from that point 
the others will be graded down according to their 
estimated relative skill. For a difference of five 
points between the jockeys a corresponding five 
points change in the handicap figures assigned the 
horses in any race must be made. Only riders fre- 
quently in the saddle will be given a place in the 
tables.

• Handspring won the GreatTrial, Tremont, Double Event (both renewals) Foam, Billow, Withers and 
Carlton Stakes, Brooklyn Derby, etc. Chestnut horse, standing 16.1 hands high. By Hanover— My Favor- 
ite, by imp. Rayon d’Or. Handspring’s oldest get were two-year-olds in 1901. He has had but six starters, 
three of which. Merriment. Meditation and Major Daingerfield, are high class winners, and one of his 
/>ther starters, which only twice raced, ran second in one of his starts in company of stake class. Hand- 
spring’s breeding must be considered extra fashionable and up-to-date, being by the great Hanover and 
out of a daughter of the grand imp. Rayon d'Or, who won on the turf no less than $122,140 and showing 
wonderful ability to go any distance and to carry any sort of weight. Handspring’s second dam was by 
the successful sire imp. Glen Athol, a son of Blair Atnol, winner of the Derby and St, Leger, and he out 
o( Blink Bonny, by Melbourne, and she won both the Derby and Oaks, and grandson of both Pocahontas 
•nd Queen Mary and sire of the Derby and St. Leger winner Silvio, and the great Prince Charlie, prob- 
mbly the fastest horse that ever ran in England. Handspring’s next dam is by none other than the 
great and only Glencoe. Going back to Rayon d'Or we find him out of a mare by the son of the immor- 
tal Touchstone, the foundation stone of nearly all perfect pedigrees, and her second dam was old Poca- 
hontas herself, by imp. Glencoe. Thus combining several times over the wonderful Glencoe blood. 
Any breeder stinting a good mare to Handspring has a chance to produce the greatest horse that ever 
lived, and his stud fee is certainly a very low one, taking everything into consideration. ' 

Rainbow $50 

Brown horse, 16.3 hands high, foaled 1890, by Longfellow, dam Buff and Blue, by War Dance. Rain- 
bow won the Brooklyn Derby and many other races, in which he defeated the l^st horses in training, 
and during his three-year-«fid form worked a mile and a half trial in 2:36 over the Coney Island track. 
Rainbow’s dam, Buff and Blue, is by War Dance, one of the best of Lexington’s sons, out of the 
famous old matron. Reel, by imp. Glencoe. Buff and Blue also produced Bright Phoebus (winner of the 
Bealization Stakes), Monita Hardy, Sister Geneva (dam of Carnero), and other winners. His second 
dam. Balloon, was one of the greatest long distance race mares ever seen in this country and produced 
the famous brood mare Ballet. Rainbow is one of the finest thoroughbred stallions in America and sold 
for $8,200 as a yearling. Rainbow made his first season in the stud at Melbourne in 1900, but he was 
atinted to a few mares before that and from those services he has had seven starters, every one of which 
has been returned a winner, including the three high class performers Menace, who won eighteen races, 
a greater number than any other three-year-old filly in training in 1901 ; Wealth, a three-year-old filly, 
who in her first and maiden start forced the noted Futurity winner Ogden, then an older horse, to run 
a mile under 1 ;40 to beat her a head, and Percy F., a several times stake winner. For 1902 Rainbow is 
- limi ted to thirty mares, of which twenty will be his owner’s.

Own brother to the stake winners and successful sires Prince of Monaco and St. Carlo. Chestnut horse 
16 hands high, foaled 1891, by imp. St. Blaise— Carina Kingfisher. St. Julien was a stake winner and 

raced with success as a two and three-year-old, winning The Larchmont Stakes, 3-4 in 1 :12, and other races, 
and was beaten a head by John Cooper in the Vreeland Handicap, 7-8 in 1 :28. St. Julien was only stinted 
to a very few mares previous to going regularly in the stud at Melbourne in 1901, yet he has sired the 
flying Myrtle Dell, who made a track record as a two-year-old in 1901, Sard Seething, St. Dean, Kabyle, 
Princess Julien, Blonde Grayson, etc. Mr. Barnes thinks St. Julien fully the equal of his full brothers, 
St. Carlo and Prince of Monaco. He is a sure foal getter, having twenty-eight mares in foal from a 
service of thirty-three last year. He is also a grand breeder of individuality and as fine a tempered 
horse as there is in Kentucky.

■or, Autumn Leaves, Sting, Kilmantle, who won twice and was placed four other times out of seven 
starts in England in 1901, Colbert, and many other winners. 

The Melbourne Stud now consists of five stallions and 108 of as finely bred young matrons as can be 
found on any single brewing farm in this country. The mares are now kept on eight different farms and 
the yearlings on four different farms— far apart and yet within a few miles of Melbourne, for it is my 
fixed opinion that strictly high-class race horses can be bred with more success if kept apart in small 
lots rather than banded together in large numbers. 

Mares kept in box stalls, well beddra down, the charges will be $10 per month, when running on 
«ass $5, which must be considered a ve^ low price, considering the established reputation theilel- 
Mume Stud has for the care of its stallions, mares and all thoroughbred stock. It is a practice at the 
Melbourne Stud to try the mares three times a week until the first of June, and after that time every day 
until the season closes, July 1st, which is a guarantee that every mare will be got in foal, if care and 
atten tion will accomplish this end.
